the Chesapeake, at last made her way within the 
protection of the land, and Jet go her anchor, to 
take hold of bottom to whieh nothing that floated 
on the sea, had ever before-been moored:

‘The 
high destinies of New York were then still in the 
future. 

It would exceed the necessary limits of this let- 
ter to allude to all the events, brought about by 
human‘ageney {to which New York owes her pres- 
ent greatness, and future prospects. ‘Two may be 
mentioned; and first and chiefly, the establish- 
ment of the present general government. Nev- 
er within her broad borders was there acted a 
scene of so much 4rue grandeur and importance, of 
go much sublimity, as when on the spot which 
Hupson had found a wilderness, filled with fierce 
savages, the constitution of the United States was 
first put into operation and George Washington 
jnaugurated, amidst enthusiastic acclamation, as 
the first Chief -Mxecntive Magistrate of the great 
American Republic. New York had surrendered 
her nobl: bay and rivers to the use of a common 
commerce. Vicit cedendo. By that very act she 
placed herselt atthe head of that common com- 
merce. No acquisition, within her power, or with- 
in her thoughts, could have been so useful to her, 
as this profitable relinquishment, this gainfal and 
glorious surrender, of important rights, clearly and 
exclusively her own. ; 

The other great event was the construction of 
the eanal, which has carried the ocean up the lakes 
and brought the lakes down to the sea; followed, 
as it has been, by other magnilicent works of pub- 
Jie utility.

Scraps of Usetul Information, 


In looking over the expenditares of the British 

Government, for 1835, we tind that about $20,000,- 

000 were paid to 114,752 Now-Merrective men in 

the Army, Navy and Ordinance Department, em- 

bracing, probably, half pay oflicers and other pen- 
sioners, ‘The expenditures, during the same year 

for the civil Government, including all allowances 
to the several branches of the Royal Family, and 

to the King of the Belgians; for the establishment 

of the Lord Lieutenant of Treland; salaries and 
expenses of both houses of Parliament, . including 

printing; for the whole Judiciary department, in~ 

cluding the expenses of the Police and Criminal 

Prosecutions, andl! the salaries and superannu- 
ation allowances to foreign ministers and consuls, 
and for all other pensions and annuities on the 
civil list, did not amount to $13,000,000! seven 
millions of dollars a year less than the sum paid to 
these non-effective, do nothing men connected with 
the British Army and Navy. ‘There are 363 Judges 
in the United Kingdom, whose salaries amount to 
$1,785,022 per annum. Nor are they non-effective 
men in their department, but men that honor the 
British name and give dignity to homan-laws 
throughout Christendom. Y et, forall their profound 
learning and asiduous labor, they do not receive 
in Exeven Years what is paid in onr to the do- 
nothings of the British Army and Navy!
